MILO LAD’S PLUCK 

Humane Society Preatwts Testimonial 
for Rescueing Companions 


Robert Thomas of Milo has been 
advised that he is to receive an hon¬ 
orary testimonial of the Royal Hu 
mane society, as a result of his work 
in saving the lives of two companions 
who, .in a Ford truck, went through 
the ice into 20 feet of water, while 
crossing the take on a freezing day 
last December. 

The presentation of the award will 
be public and the arrangements are 
in the hands of Magistrate Coleman 
of Milo. 

The circumstances surrounding the 
incident were as follows: On the af¬ 
ternoon of the Sunday preceeding 
New Year’s day, Robert Thomas, Bill 
Beckner and George Howell, of Milo, 
visited Lake McGregor for purposes 
of recreation, though the weather was 
cold at the time. Beckner was acting 
as chauffeur of the Ford truck which 
belonged to one of the party. While 
Beckner drove the car over the 
smooth surface of the lake, Howell 
and Thomas held on to the truck body 
and coasted alongside on skates. 

Then came a threatening crack, the 
two skaters swerved off to the side of 
the truck and it began to sink through 
the ice. Howell skated to the car and 
jumped upon it. The machine immed 
iately disappeared with its two pas¬ 
sengers and sank in twenty feet of ice 
cold water. 

Robert Thomas, safe upon the firm 
ice skated up to the edge of the hole, 
lay down upon the ice and digging the 
sharp heels of his skates into its sur¬ 
face he stretched forth and met the 
grasp of Bill Beckner. Once his feet 
slipped and he nearly immersed but 
he grabbed Beckner who thus assist¬ 
ed, crawled out upon the ice. 

Beckner assisted by lying upon the 
feet of^ Thomas and helping to keep 
those skate heels in the.crevices while 
Thomas reached forth for George 
Howell and they got him out. 

All three being soaked Und Howell 
in a state of collapse, it was at great 
danger of being frozen to death the 
three boys travelled three miles to 
the nearest shelter.

FOUR AUTOS CRASH 

Near Okotbka on Sunday. A. J. Mc¬ 
Lean Suffers Fractured Knee Cap 


When fourifSVs crashed on the road 
four miles north ol' Okotoks, on Sun¬ 
day morning, A. J. McLean, former 
minister of public-works of Alberta, 
suffered a fractured knee pap and El¬ 
mer Beal, 13 years, sustained minor 
injuries and several others had mirac 
ulous escapes from being hurt.

Beal 
was attended by Dr. A. E. Ardiel, of 
Okotoks, and taken home. 

According to the report of Detec¬ 
tives F. K. Russill and George Har¬ 
vey -of the Alberta provincial detach¬ 
ment, Calgary, who investigated the 
crash, cars driven by S. K. Beal, 922 
Twelfth avenue west, A. J. McLean 
of Macleod, and Peflcy H. Bennett, 128 
Eleventh avenue northwest, Calgary, 
were proceeding south in the order 
named. Another machine driven by 
J. R. Simpson of Tulsa, Oklahoma, 
was being driven north. 

It is alleged that McLean, who was 
driving in the middle of the string of 
three cars, turned out to pass Beal 
and the collision occurred with Simp¬ 
son’s car. McLean’s machine was 
hurled completely over as it struck 
Beal’s car. Bennett jammed on his 
brakes and turned to the ditch, but 
was struck by Simpson’s car.

FINE EQUIPMENT AT 
“DAD” FLETCHER’S FARM 


The Advocate man recently had the 
pleasure of visiting the farm home of 
W’. H. “Dad” Fletcher, seventeen 
miles north-west of Vulcan and three 
miles south-west of Brant, and feels 
that, although this place is quite well 
known, it will he of interest to write 
a few details learned during our very 
brief Stay. 

The farm is three thousand'acres 
and is operated by Mr. Fletcher and 
his son, Frank, and even if the main 
industry is the growing of wheat, 
there is a very large garden with many 
small fruits of all kinds as well as 
a beautiful display of flowers. 

Here were seen a thousand pure 
bred white chickens, housed in elec¬ 
trically lighted pens; one hundred and 
fifty swine in modern sanitary houses 
with running water; and the product 
of a herd of pure bred Holstein cows 
is handled in an up-to-date dairy 
with tile latest conveniences; two un¬ 
derground houses, with bins and elec¬ 
tric light, each 60x30, are used to pre 
serve the root crops. 

The house and buildings (with 
equipment) are valued at $35,000 and 
three of the very finest wells are op¬ 
erated by electric pumps. 

Three caterpillar tractors are op¬ 
erated, a s well as two combines com¬ 
plete With swathers and pick-ups, and 
altogether “Dad” and his son have 
one of tfie (yiest farm equipments in 
Alberta. 

Mr. Fletcher, Sr., is an old-time fid¬ 
dler of some note, and is proud to 
show four cups won in this connection 
including one from “Hoot” Gibson, 
won at Calgary Stampede. 

The trip was most enjoyable, and 
thanks are tendered to “Dad” for his 
courtesy.

MEAT IN CANADA 

Thd inltJbttaiiice of the home mar¬ 
kets fbr iribats produced in Canada is 
shown 5ri' tfie annual report on live¬ 
stock and animal products statistics 
just issued by the Agricultural 
Branch’ of "the Dominion Bureau of 
statistics: 1 Of approximately 70b mil¬ 
lion pounds of beef produced in 1928, 
650 (fiillioH‘pounds or 57 1-3 per capi¬ 
ta were consumed in Canada. Pork 
prodilCtion 1 ‘is’ shown as 835 million 
pounds', 796 l, miHion pounds or 82 1-2 
pounds per Capita, being consumed in 
Canada, while 62 million pounds of 
mutton and lamb or 6 1-2 pounds per 
capita were consumed in Canada. The 
production of mutton and lamb 
amounted to 61-million pounds. The 
total per capita consumption of meats 
in Canada is estimated at 156 pounds 
per year, - 1 ' 

Canada ranked eleventh amongst 
the principal cattle-holding countries 
of the wprl^j, jtftjording to official re¬ 
turns for the latest year for which 
sufficient data-are available for pur¬ 
poses of comparison. Her position as 
a sheep or sWine country was not so 
high. i

Onti nekspriper advertisement pub¬ 
lished in five, cities at a cost of $3,000 
brought 822-Teplies to every one reply 
\ broadcast over the Columbia Network 
Mr. Bahsoh said. 

The broadcast was from 2:30 to 9 
p.m., Saturday,-May 18th, Mr. Babson 
said. A welf known orchestra was us¬ 
ed as the entertainment feature and 
there was a five minute talk on the 
Babson Service. The result was 16 
inquiries and two telegraphic orders. 

The newspaper advertisement ap¬ 
peared on the following Monday in 
newspapers in Cleveland, Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia and Chicago. It 
drew 4,000 inquiries, of which 488 
came from New York. Figures pre¬ 
sented by Mr. Babson showed that 
each reply from the radio cost $166.66 
whilt those from the newspaper ad. 
cost 75 cents ench.

While the exports of raw furs from 
the Dominion of Canada are today al 
most ten times as great as they were 
in 1900, and with the United States 
importing more than one nundred mil 
lion dollars worth of furs each year, 
it was only in late years that much • 
thought was given to the production 
of furs on a basis similar to the pro¬ 
duction of other livestock. 

* In 1927 furs exported from Can¬ 
ada amounted to twenty and one- 
quarter million dollars, of which the ' 
lowly muskrat in number of dollars 
worth exported headed the.list of all 
the bearers of fur. 

With this in mind a man who had 
trapped and mushed behind the husk¬ 
ies in northern Manitoba, and who had 
‘later been a fairly successful business 
man in Alberta for some years was 
keeping in mind an idea of starting a 
muskrat farm. This was the idea 
which finally resulted in the forming 
of the Western Canada Fur Syndicate 
which has through its manager pur¬ 
chased eight hundred acres of land in 
the Foothills district west of the Tur¬ 
ner Valley Oil Fields. This acreage 
will be the largest fenced muskrat 
farm in the province, has an abund¬ 
ance of vegetation suitable to such a 
project, is supplied by the flow of 
some eight large fresh water springs. 

Th« ranch is located in a highly 
vegetated lake bottom, which is q 
deep muskeg, being the natural habi¬ 
tation of the muskrat, and is already 
stocked with from one to tw r o thous¬ 
and muskrats. The situation is ideal 
to the extent that all the muskrats in 
their natural living conditions are 
what are known as Bank-Muskrats, 
there being no houses in the lake. 

The Bank-Muskrats are more proli¬ 
fic, darker in color and command a 
higher price than the House-Muskrat. 
The location has been pronounced 
ideal in every respect. Work is now in 
i progress constructing the dam whi' h 
! will contain three spillways twelve 
feet wide, thus raising the level of 
I the lake,^keeping the water tevrl con 
I stant and more than doubling its area 
and depth. There is every reason for 
expecting a high yield of pelts from 
] the ranch. The manager who lives on 
; the ranch is very optimistic and is 
I very pleased to show visitors the prop |

! FERNIE AIR MINDED 

Will Spend Sum of SI0,000 for a 
Landing Field 

, Evidencing greatest enthusiasm for 
air line routes, a joint meeting of the 
Fernie Board of Trade, City Council 
and citizens, was held recently at 
which it was decided to convert a por-1 
tion of the city park into a landing | 
field, cost not to e'xeeed .$10,006. 

Application has been made for the | 
establishment of Fernie as an airj 
port and aerial customs station. 

In giving reports, the reason for 
the choice of the city park as a land¬ 
ing field as against Major Tudhope's 
tentative proposal of the Dicken 
ranch, north of the city, was that the 
highway and East Kootenay power 
lines crossing the ranch would have 
to be altered. The city park is handy 
to light and water service. A run¬ 
way of 2675 feet north and south and 
975 feet east and west is provided by 
the park. 

The proposed • Crows’ Nest route 
has a greater population than other 
routes suggested, and Fernie being a 
custom’s station, the junction of C. 
P.R. and Grand Northern, and head¬ 
quarters of U.S. Consul, is considered 
a logical place. 

In addition Major General Mcllrien 
has recommended that Fernie be 
made a meteorological station for av¬ 
iation purposes.

takes than to correct them. Little ov¬ 
ersights at the present.moment might! 
mean much in twenty years. 

It might be argued that these towns 
are born for utility, not for beau¬ 
ty, and that no heavy permanent 
building investment is as yet desir¬ 
able. | 

Surely if the government town plan 
ning commission is to.function practi- , 
cally, i,t will pay due regard to these 
features of any new town, and will at 
the same time furnish helpful sugges¬ 
tions that will not necessarily mean, 
any greater private outlay. 

An oil town, like any industrial 
centre, can still be a,well arranged 
town, and the oil ttfWns of Turner Val 
ley have all nature to aid them in com 
billing utility and attractiveness. It 
might be a wise idea to have expert 
advice on town building.

Pool Draw* Attention to New Regu¬ 
lations Governing Car Order Hooks 

The Alberta Wheat Pool has been 
calling the attention of its members 
to important changes in the Canada 
Grain Act which were made at the 
last session of Parliament. > 

It is mentioned that new feature in 
marketing this year is contained in 
the requirements qf the regulations 
governing Car Order sfiooks. This 
year all agents of I{uil\v:»E£onTpVuiies 
are required to keep open a Car OmeK, 
Book. The only method of obtaining 
a car is for the grain producer to 
have his name placed in this book, ei¬ 
ther by himself or by his agent duly 
appointed in writing. 

Under the old system it was not 
compulsory for an agent to open a 
Car Order Book unless requested to 
do so. Furthermore, it was a common 
practice for TJhe individual to act as 
agent for many growers of grain. Un¬ 
der the new regulation no one can act 
as agent for more than one person at 
a time. It is hoped by this method to 
overcome the weaknesses of the old 
proxy system. 

Each signer is given a car in turn 
and the railway agent must notify the 
applicant when a car is available for 
him. The applicant is then given three 
hours within which to declare his in¬ 
tention and ability to load the car, and 
a further time allowance of 24 hours 
is given withfo which to load. If the 
applicant cannot load the car it goes 
to the next name on the list who or¬ 
dered a car of that capacity. 

Agents of elevator companies must 
sign for cars in the same manner a s 
the grain producers and are treated 
the same except that they are allowed 
two cars as compared with one for 
the farmer. This is to allow elevator 
companies to ship their accumulations 
of street-wheat. 

It is not necessary for a grain pro¬ 
ducer to have his grain in the elevator 
when he signs the Car Order Book, 
but it is wise for him to have all 
plans made in order to anticipate his 
turn, so that he can load his car with¬ 
in the required time. 


ELECTRIFICATION 


Remarkable Progress Being Made on 
Hydro Electric Development 


A most interesting development, 
significant of industrial expansion 
and having at the same time a dis¬ 
tinct bearing on the agricultural in¬ 
dustry is taking place over Western 
Canada. The expansion of , industry 
with its increasing demands has 
brought large hydro projects into be¬ 
ing here in Alberta. The construction 
of a huge power plant on the Bow and 
Ghost Rivers about 30 miles west of 
Calgary will add some 30,000 horse¬ 
power to the available supply of the 
province and will be finished this 
year. Meanwhile a thousand men are 
engaged on the*construction of this 
great dam and the work is being push 
ed forward with energy. The Calgary 
Power Company is now fairly well 
established throughout the province 
distributing electric energy for indus¬ 
trial and domestic purposes in cities, 
towns, and villages connecting farm 
homes along the line of route. Ten 
water powers of the province are be¬ 
ing made the subject of a systematic 
survey. 

Ample Power in B. C. 

In B. C. between four and six mil¬ 
lion dollars is being expended on a 
power project on the Pend Oreille riv¬ 
er to provide 80,00(1 horse power of 
energy for the Trail Smelter and oth¬ 
er industries of the Kootenwy which 
is sorely needed due to increased ac¬ 
tivity. The head of the East Kooten¬ 
ay Power Co. says in his opinion, that 
within ten years the electrical power 
systems of Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and B. C. will be interconnected and 
the principal centres of these provin¬ 
ces, served with a dependable supply 
of power from hydro and stream pur¬ 
poses. 

Cheap-Power in Ontario 

The Ontario Hydro Power Commis¬ 
sion'may form, a pattern for Pacific 
Coast adoption, as it is an outstand¬ 
ing example of successfully operated 
public utility. The total (Investment 
of the Ontario commissioA in power 
undertakings and hydro-elecWic rail¬ 
ways is $211,217,481 and the/jnvest- 
ment of the municipalities ifi^aistrib- 
uting systenis and other assets is $85, 
986,287. The total revenue derived 
from this capital investment in 1928 
aggregated $36,388,392. The electric 
power rates to the people of Ontario 
are the lowest in North America. Last 
year power for domestic purposes in 
Ontario cost the consumer less than 
2 per cent, per killowatt hour while 
the cost in the U. S. was in excess of 
7c. 

Manitoba Strong on Power 

_In Manitoba great development has 

taken place in electric power. Winni¬ 
peg city will spend in the next two 
years $25,000,000 on hydro-electric de 
velopments. A new 7 240,000 horse 
power plant is being built at Seven 
Sisters Falls, at a cost of $15,000,000. 
The additional plants will a dd nearly 
'400,000 horsepower on the Winnipeg 
River. Huge developments are taking 
place on the Churchill and Nelson riv 
ers in the mining district up in North¬ 
ern Manitoba. 


Waite Valley looks very attractive 
now. There are about ten derricks 
erected with much activity in evidence 
at the wells, and it is stated several 
more wells will be spudded in, in the 
very near future.

SO THIS ISCANADA 

Why Canada is Not More Fa>orably 
Known in Britain 

An article appearing in this week’s 
Macleans, by Colonel Kirkpatrick, 
deals with what may easily be one 
reason why young Britishers appar¬ 
ently have scant enthusiasm for ven¬ 
turing to Canada. This reason is 
founded on the mass of misinforma¬ 
tion regarding Canada which is found 
in School text books used in Great 
Britain and Ireland. The text books 
aro of 1926 reprint and presumably 
up to date in their chatty description 
of life and conditions in Canada. The 
author deals largely in quotations 
Tom these books, which are sufficient 
to chill the migrating ardor of any 
British child. He will say '“Anywhere 
but that Godforsaken land." 

Colonel Kirkpatrick urgeg in con¬ 
clusion: To you in tfie Old Land, who 
are the "senior partners, in our great 
Empire, 1 say: “Revise your school- 
books, teach your children the truth, 
not mischievous lies; and if you will I 
tell them half the truth of Canada’s' 
greatness and loyalty, they will come I 
to Cahada in thousands and solve ! 
your problem and ours.” j 
' To show that Colonel Kirkpatrick’s i 
contention is well founded, we copy 
some of the quotations: 

Climate 

Winter is the Canadian’s holiday, I 
the merriest time of the year. The 
snowed-up inhabitants.lay themselves 
out to have a good time.” 

“Outdoor work ceases unless where 
there is lumber or produce to be haul¬ 
ed over the snow. Once its surface 
has hardened, the whole country is 
turned into a playground, about which 
people can skim freely in tinkling 
sleighs, on skates along the rivers and j 
over the lakes in ice yachts with sails 
for wings. Long journeys are made, 
and visiting is done more, easily and 
agreeably than through the dust and 
heat of summer. Snow shoes, like 
tennis bats, help them cross the 
plains covered with dry powdered 
snow. Toboggan runs are made artific 
ially where no slopes offer a slide; 
and in cities fairy palaces are built of 
ice as scenes for torchlight revels.” 

The Poor Hay Maker 

“Summer comes so hot that in the 
south maize, melons, grapes, peaches 
and tomatoes grow in the open air; 
while wheat flourishes within a few 
degrees of the Arctic Circle, the sun 
there making up in length of days for 
the shortness of the season. Yet 
snaps of icy cold sometimes occur, 
and a haymaker has been frozen to 
death on the plains; for the nights are 
often intensely cold in exposed or lof¬ 
ty situations.” 

“The summer has its annoyances in 
dust and mud, and in clouds of sting¬ 
ing insects. There are prairie farms 
where haymaking has to he done at 
night, because men dare not encouny 
ter the swarms of bloodthirsty insects 
brought out by the sun.” 

Terrifying Railways 

In Canada railways go straight 
ahead through forests, over open prai 
ries and even along the streets of 
towns without so much as .a fence to 
shut them in. Persons walking or 
driving have to look out for them¬ 
selves, and the locomotives has in 
front of it an apparatus for catching 
and throwing any stupid cow that 
may have strayed to the lines. The 
engines are unusually built with a 
curious funnel, wider at the top than 
the bottom to let out freely the 
smoke of the wood they have often to 
bum instead of coal. 

In winter the trains may be stop¬ 
ped by heavy storms, the snow some¬ 
times twenty-feet deep, drifting on 
the line. In the Rocky Mountains 
part of the line has to he covered by 
long sheds t,o protetet them from aval¬ 
anches of snow that come hounding 
from the heights. 

In summer the danger is fire. A 
train may push across the burning 
prairie through smoke so thick that 
the passengers are almost stifled. But 
in a blazing forest, there is risk that 
:l fallen trunk may at any moment 
block the line ml throw the train off 
the rails.” 


CROPS AND WEATHER 


Wheat jumped seven cents in the 
Winnipeg pit on Friday on reports 
that the yields in spring Wheat fields 
which have been combined in Western 
Canada to date are disappointing. 

The maximum yield of western 
wheat this year will be 226,000,000 
bushels is the estimate given by Ver¬ 
non Knowles of the Mail and Empire, 
after a survey covering 26(H) miles of 
crop on the prairie. He bases his to¬ 
tals as follows: 

Alberta, 60,000,000 to 65,000,000 bush¬ 
els. 

Saskatchewan, 130,000,000 bushels. 
Manitoba down to. 30,000,000 bushels. 
Total 220,000,000 to 225,000,000.

OILNEWS 

Foothills No. 2 Came in 
With Big Flow of Gas 

Several New Wells 

Spudded This Week 

Great’ Activity Prevails in 
the South Portion of Field 

While greatest publicity ami great¬ 
est interest centre about the Turnei 
' Valley development, yet experienced 
oil men forsee much activity ahead in 
the Wainwright district and in the 
Southern Alberta oil fields. Shrewd 
business men of the East are centring 
their attention on the potential struc¬ 
tures of Lethbridge and Wainwright, 
with every confidence that these are 
most promising in crude oil produc¬ 
tion. 

In the Valley, several recent devel¬ 
opments are cheering. 

Foothills No. 2 well which recently 
struck a gas flow of 9,000,000 cubic 
feet is at present undergoing a pro¬ 
duction test. 

With more than 600 feet of good 
grade crude oil in the hole, and.a gas 
flow of 250,(MX) cubic feet daily in the 
Dalhousie sands, it may be decided to 
take production at the British Domin 
ion well. It will have to be a very fine 
strike of crude, however, to justify the 
company in ceasing drilling. v 

Despite discouraging rumors regard 
ing work at Highwood No. 1, those 
most closely in touch are more firmly 
convinced than ever that it is a won¬ 
derful structure. Work was slacken¬ 
ed temporarily, owing ito a fault in 
the formation. This however, has now 
been practically overcome, by drilling 
round,- and shareholders are confident 
that a rich reservoir lies beneath tins 
structure. 

Warner 2, the westerly neighbor o, 
Highwood, struck heavy gas at the 
depth of 1250 feet, over a week ago 
and indications regarding this well, 
prove daily more pAunising. 

The first well of tMSjVordon Cor¬ 
poration Ltd., was spudded in on 
Thursday. This is located on the Bai 
U flats, adjoining E.F. ranch and will 
be drilled by Western Alberta Oil Co.
